1. I, 


under AFR 36-12, 


paragraph 16m, nereby voluntarily tender my resignation from all 
appointments in the USAF effective 1 March 1977. 

2. The reasons for the submission of this resignation are: 

a. My personal and professional goals are no longer 
compatible with my continued service on active duty as a 
Regular officer of the Air Force. I have concluded, after 

- a review of Air Force personnel management policies, that 
I can advance more rapidly as a civilian intelligence 
professional than I can reasonably expect to advance as 
a military intelligence specialist on active duty. I do 
- - - Truest, however, that I be provided an opportunity to 
continue to serve as a commissioned officer in the' Air 
Reserve Forces, if tendered an appointment.' 

b. I have been offered and have tentatively accepted, 
pending a favorable action on this resignation, an appoint- 
ment as a career staff employee of the Central Intelligence 

.Agency in the capacity of Deputy Executive Secretary to the 
Director of Central intelligence. It is my judgment that 
to accept this appointment, at this time, would provide me 
more of an opportunity to fulfill my personal and profes- 
sional goals than would my continued service on active duty 
as a Regular Air Force officer. *
